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SEMINAR  BECOMES 
A  CREDIT  COURSE 

Room  23  in  Chandler  Hall,  an  attrac- 
tively furnished  seminar  room,  is  the 
setting,  each  Tuesday  and  Thursday  af- 
ternoon, for  some  lively  discussion  among 
Fourteen  Sophomores  on  a  variety  of  sub- 
jects. The  topic  of  discussion  may  be  Two 
New  Sciences  by  Galileo,  or  The  Poetics 
by  Aristotle,  Don  Quixote  by  Cervantes, 
Alice  in  Wonderland  by  Lewis  Carroll, 
or  perhaps  The  Frontiers  of  Astronomy 
by  Hoyle. 

The  course  was  instituted  as  a  result 
of  the  enthusiasm  students  had  shown 
for  several  years  in  discussion  groups 
that  had  been  organized  in  a  rather 
informal  way  in  several  dormitories.  To 
foster  this  enthusiasm,  the  faculty,  upon 
the  recommendation  of  the  Committee 
on  Academic  Excellence,  voted  to  estab-

lish  a  course,  to  be  known  as  The  Lib- 
eral Arts  Seminar,  for  which  academic 
credit  would  be  given. 

It  is  a  three-credit  course,  open  to  a 
selected  group  of  Sophomores,  in  which 
the  mark  is  based  upon  the  intensive 
study  of  a  reading  list  of  books  consid- 
ered classics  in  the  arts  and  sciences. 

The  purpose  of  the  course  is  to  show 
how  all  the  arts  and  sciences  are  related 
to  each  other.  It  is  not  intended  to  lead 
students  into  a  concentrated  study  of 
any  one  field;  its  objective  is,  rather,  to 
show  how  all  fields  of  human  knowledge 
are  essentially  interrelated. 

With  only  a  few  exceptions  the  books 
studied  are  those  a  student  would  not 
encounter  in  other  courses.  They  are 
available  in  paperback  and  could  form 
the  nucleus  of  an  excellent  personal  li- 
brary for  each  student. 

Students  selected  for  the  seminar  are

chosen  on  the  basis  of  their  high  school 
standing,  their  College  Boards  score,  and 
their  record  at  MWC.  They  must  be 
Sophomores  with  a  B  average  or  better. 
An  attempt  is  made  to  select  at  least  one 
student  from  each  major  field  of  study 
the  college  offers.  Applications  are  made 
in  the  spring  for  the  fall  session. 

Sophomores  were  chosen  because  the 
Freshmen  would  not  yet  have  established 
their  academic  standing;  the  Juniors  are 
busy  with  their  major  field  of  study;  and 
the  Seniors  have  the  Honors  program. 

Two  professors  conduct  the  seminar. 
They  are  George  M.  Van  Sant,  assistant 
professor  of  Philosophy,  and  Sidney  H. 
Mitchell,  assistant  professor  of  English. 
While  attending  St.  John's  College  and 
the  UVa.  Mr.  Van  Sant  became  familiar 
with  seminar  v.'ork.  Mr.  Mitchell  par- 
ticipated in  the  Swarthmore  Honors

AAUW  SPONSORS 
GRADUATE  STUDY 

A  program  of  graduate  study  through 
which  mature  college  women  may  quali- 
fy themselves  for  teaching,  research,  or 
administration  in  higher  education  was 
announced  Nov.  30  by  the  AAUW  Edu- 
cational Foundation.  Financed  by  a 
$225,000  grant  from  the  Rockefeller 
Brothers  Fvmd,  this  nationally  significant 
program  will  be  initiated  over  a  three- 
year  period  in  eleven  southern  states. 

Designed  to  add  fully-qualified  women 
to  the  nation's  resources  of  college  facul- 
ty, the  program  will  not  only  help  to 
relieve  the  acute  shortage  of  trained  col- 
lege personnel,  but  will  provide  unusual 
opportunity  for  the  mature  woman  to 
embark  on  a  professional  career  in  high- 
er education.  Some  of  the  "students" 
accepted  for  the  demonstration  will  be 
wives  and  mothers  whose  family  respon- 
sibilities are  lessened  as  their  children 
reach  high  school  or  college  age.  Others 
will  be  women  whose  plans  for  a  pro- 
fessional career  have  had  to  be  deferred 
for  financial  or  other  reasons. 

Approximately  fifty  candidates,  thirty- 
five  years  of  age  or  older,  who  hold  the 
bachelor's  or  master's  degree,  will  be 
selected  each  year  for  further  education 
in  one  of  the  cooperating  graduate 
schools.  Universities  which  have  already 
expressed  interest  in  the  plan  include 
Auburn,  Duke,  Emory,  Louisiana  State, 
Tulane,  Vanderbilt,  Florida,  Kentucky, 
North  Carolina,  Tennessee,  and  Virginia. 

Grants-in-aid  for  tuition  and  neces- 
sary expenses  v.dll  be  awarded  on  the 
basis  of  need  to  those  candidates  who 
live  within  commuting  distance  of  the 
universities  they  attend. 

The  first  group  under  the  program 
will  enroll  in  September  1962.  Appli- 
cations should  be  made  not  later  than 
April  15,  1962.  Inquiries  should  be

Program  and  is  acquainted  with  the 
UVa.  seminar  program. 

The  seminar  is  not  conducted  on  the 
lecture-notetaking  plan.  Both  Mr.  Van 
Sant  and  Mr.  Mitchell  attend  each  ses- 
sion and  take  part  in  leading  and  guid- 
ing the  discussion. 

Each  week  the  students  read  the  book 
assigned  for  that  period  and  write  a 
paper  on  a  topic  which  is  assigned  to 
them  all.  The  papers  are  kept  in  the 
seminar  room  so  the  girls  may  read  each 
other's  papers  and  add  their  comments 
on  sheets  attached  to  each  paper. 

The  exchange  of  ideas  leads  to  stimu- 
lating discussions — sometimes  heated  dis- 
cussions that  go  beyond  the  seminar 
room  to  other  parts  of  the  campus  and 
include  non-seminar  students. 

As  in  the  Honors  program,  only  three 
grades  are  given  for  the  course — A,  B,  or 
C.  The  last  grade  is  considered  unsatis- 
factory, and  although  credit  is  given 
for  it,  a  C  student  is  asked  to  drop  out 
of  the  seminar.   There  is  a  final  exam. 

In  spite  of  the  great  amount  of  read- 
ing and  writing  the  course  requires,  the 
response  of  the  students  is  enthusiastic. 
Mr.  Van  Sant  and  Mr.  Mitchell  point 
with  pride  to  the  fact  that  out  of  216 
papers  collected  the  first  semester  only 
four  were  late.

An  Urgent  Need  for 
Excellence

One  luxury  which  alumni  of  Southern 
colleges  and  universities  will  never  be 
able  to  afford  is  complacency  about  higher 
education  in  the  South.  Not  infrequently 
loyalty  to  alma  mater  has  hardened  into 
an  apathy  toward  improvement  which 
tends  to  prevent  change  and  progress  in 
our  institutions.  I  have  long  believed  we 
must  get  away  from  our  tendency  to  come 
to  terms  with  less  than  the  best  in  our 
system  of  higher  education. 

In  this  region  that  reaches  from  Okla- 
homa to  Delaware,  we  must  demand  that 
our  colleges  and  universities  be  judged 
by  standards  that  are  equal  to  those  ob- 
taining among  the  best  in  the  nation. 
Unless  we  are  willing  to  do  this  we  are 
wasting  our  time,  and  wasting  the  time 
of  our  children.  Nothing  is  more  costly 
to  a  people  than  inferior  education.  No 
economy  is  dearer  than  that  economy 
which  is  achieved  by  withholding  the 
support  required  for  first-rate  instruction. 
By  so  doing  we  diminish — and  diminish 
substantially — the  opportunities  and  ca- 
pacities of  those  upon  whom  so  much 
depends.  It  is  true  it  will  not  be  an  easy 
task  to  come  into  the  funds  needed  for 
support  of  education  in  the  South,  but 
it  is  imperative  that  we  exert  ourselves 
to  the  utmost  to  this  end.  Unless  we  are 
willing  to  pay  this  price,  we  will  seal  the 
doom  of  our  section.  We  shall  end  as  a 
second-rate  and  mediocre  area  of  the 
United  States.  I,  for  one,  am  not  prepared 
to  subscribe  to  any  doctrine  which  brings 
this  about.  This  view  is  shared,  I  know, 
by  alumni  of  Southern  colleges  and 
universities. 

I  want  the  South  to  lay  aside,  and  lay 
aside  for  all  time,  the  thought  that  we 
are  charged  with  the  responsibility  of 
developing  a  system  of  education  for  an 
area  or  part  of  the  United  States  that 
will  be  satisfied  with  a  quality  of  instruc- 
tion and  research  that  is  inferior  in  any 
way  to  that  found  in  other  areas.  Sec- 
tionalism that  shields  or  encourages  medi- 
ocrity is  a  dangerous  and  costly  thing. 

Two  situations  give  urgency  to  our  need 
for  excellence  in  higher  education.  One 
is  quite  old;  the  other  is  quite  new.  The 
first  is  that  all  human  progress  is  inex- 
tricably tied  up  with  the  enlargement  of 
the  human  mind.  There  is  no  other  way 
to  advance.  There  is  no  problem  of  choice 
here.  There  is  no  road  whereby  man  can 


move  toivvard  cxcc])t  l)>  an  improvement 
of  his  intellectual  power;  an  enlargement 
of  his  intellectual  competence.  If  we  faced 
no  threat  from  abroad,  we  would  still  be 
faced  with  the  necessity  of  touching  the 
minds  of  these  children  who  are  coming 
along  to  take  our  places,  of  giving  them 
as  far  as  we  can  the  equipment  to  deal 
with  the  fabulous  new  things  that  men  are 
now  discovering  and  instructing  them  in 
the  knowledge  that  has  been  accumulated 
over  many  centuries. 

Our  children,  in  a  way,  stand  on  our 
shoulders  in  the  management  of  their  af- 
fairs and  in  meeting  the  problems  that 
will  confront  them.  They  must  know  of 
our  past — its  successes  and  its  failures. 
They  cannot,  as  unskilled,  illiterate,  un- 
lettered people  make  headway  in  the 
world  which  they  will  inherit. 

The  menacing  strength  of  the  Commu- 
nist world  is  the  new  situation  to  which 
I   refer. 

No  greater  mistake  could  be  made  by 
our  people  than  to  assume  that  it  is  pos- 
sible to  live  peacefully  with  the  Commu- 
nist world.  If  we  are  fortunate  we  may 
avoid  war,  but  we  shall  not  have  peace. 
The  free  world  will  never  be  able  to  live 
peacefully  with  the  Communist  empires, 
because  we  stand  for  the  one  thing  that 
they  cannot  tolerate — freedom.  In  the 
end  they  must  destroy  freedom  or  suc- 
cumb to  it.  They  are  at  war  with  the  long 
pilgrimage  of  the  human  race;  they  are 
at  war  with  Christianity;  and  they're  at 
war  with  the  noble  thoughts  and  humane 
principles  that  have  lifted  the  minds  and 
hearts  of  men  from  time  immemorial. 

The  threat  of  Communism  can  be  met 
best  by  people  who  are  trained  and  skilled 
and  whose  minds  are  free,  disciplined  and 
capable.  It  can  be  met  best  by  people 
who  are  educated — well  educated.  For 
that  reason  there  is  an  urgency  about  our 
task  that  would  not  otherwise  be  the  case. 

We  cannot  afford  illiteracy.  We  cannot 
afford  second-rate  education.  We  cannot 
afford  any  substitute  for  excellence. 

We  cannot  afford  to  have  tomorrow's 
alumni  of  our  schools  look  back  to  say, 
"If  only  they  had  taught  me  .  .  ."  The 
thoughtful  leadership  of  today's  alumni 
in  a  regional  drive  for  excellence  is  a 
starting  place.  With  your  support  we  shall 
not  come  to  terms  with  less  than  the  best 
in  our  system  of  higher  education.
